Possible Hydrophobia Case, 


New Mad Dog Shooting 


Extend City Ban

KAST PALESTINE. Sept. 20 — 
E ast Palestine's 
dog quarantine 
will remain on indefinitely. John 
Todd, city health 
commissioner, 
Announced today. This announce* 
ment came after two new develop­ 
ments over the week-end. which 
gave the situation a serious turn. 
Mrs. Ralph Heck. 40. of the New 
W aterford-East Palestine road, is 
reported in a serious condition to­ 
day with what possibly may be hy­ 
drophobia. Mrs. Heck s dog was 
bitten by the first mad dog report­ 
ed in the district Aug 24, and was 
carted for by her. 
The dog later developed rabies 
and was shot. 
Mrs. Heck and her 
husband and two children, who had 
been playing with the dog, all took 
serum supplied by the state. 
Mrs. Heck became ill Saturday. 
,nd by this morning her condition 
vas so serious that three doctors 
were called in on the ca se. 
They 
are Dr. P. C. Hartford of East Pal­ 
estine, and Dr. H. H. Bookwalter 
and Dr. Chester W. De walt of Co­ 
lumbiana. 
None of the doctors said today 
that it was a definite case of hy­ 
drophobia. and are waiting devel­ 
opments. 
George Benton and his niece, Mil­ 
dred of East Palestine became the 
seventh and eighth people to take 
anti tetanus shots 
Saturday when 
their dog became rabid and was 
shot by a Salem veterinary. 
Mr. 
Benton and his niece had been play­ 
ing with the dog 
Saturday, and 
later it began acting queer, so they 
took it to Salem. 
Sinee the first mad dog was dis­ 
covered Aug. 24, 21 dogs have been 
killed on E ast Palestine streets by 
the city police. The first dog was 
killed after it had bitten several 
persons, and Its head was sent to 
the state departm ent of health, 
where 
It 
was 
declared 
rabid. 
Health Commissioner Todd placed 
the dog on the city at once, and 
procured the serum from the state. 
All persona known to have had 
any contact with 
the mad dog 
were advised to take the shots. 
East Palestine police were or­ 
dered 
to shoot all dogs which 
were not confined on their own­ 
er’s property, and one man was 
fined when his dog left his home 
in violation of the ban.

The way to this, he asserted 
in an address prepared for deliv­ 
ery to the Boston conference on 
distribution, is through worldwide 
liberalization of trade policies on 
the principle of equality of treat­ 
ment for all. 
"The world need* a return to 
belief in the pledged word, in a 
reign 
of 
law 
rather 
than 
un­ 
licensed 
force, 
In 
the 
supreme 
value of human rights and liber­ 
ties.” the secretary of state said. 
"It will not do for those na­ 
tions which desire peace merely 
to cry peace and sit with hands 
meekly folded. If peace is to be 
made 
sure, 
we m ust build 
the 
kind of foundations upon which 
an enduring peace can rest. 
“We m ust create the kind of 
economic world future which al­ 
lows national populations to main­ 
tain adequate standards of living, 
and which encourages meu to look 
forward 
to 
achievement 
In the 
peaceful arts of commerce, inven­ 
tion and the betterm ent of living 
conditions." 
Hull warned that prosperity en­ 
gendered by huge arm ament ex­ 
penditures is artificial and tem­ 
porary. He said also that policies 
of economic nationalism and trade 
discrimination practiced by some 
nations are In themselves breeders 
of war.

volt’* main purpose In hie Constitution day speech 
wee to say something in honor of that 150-year-old 
instrument af government, or something in dishonor 
of everybody who fails to tee eye to eye with him. 


The President is thoroughly convinced that if the 
Constitution is to survive its 16lst year he must 
have his way in all matters pertaining to it. It must 
be interpreted according to his views—and by men 
who won t question the rightness of his views. 
In speaking of these things, Mr. Roosevelt explain­ 
ed that he purposely was painting a broad picture. 
kl certain aspects, the broad picture he has painted 
is suggestive of some ultra-modern school of political 
tax whose style needs to bo explained to the public. 
The ‘ laymen" he speaks of—and the lawyers too, 
probably wonder bow the Congtitutlon is going to 
ha saved by packing the Supremo Court, particularly 
it newly appointed Justice Black is a sample. They 
wonder, unless they are among those who have 
quit wondering, why it is all right for a new dealer 
to torture the words of the Constitution into one 
Interpretation and all wrong for anti-new dealers 
to insist the new dealers are wrong. Even though 
they know this kind of disagreement bas been going 
nu ever since the men who formed the Constitution 
passed away, they still think what Mr. Roosevelt 
Beedi is some new constitutional amendments, not 
merely some new Interpretations. 
The President's speech is the first shot in bis 
second battle to bring the Supreme Court to its 
knees and the Constitution within easy range of 
the Corcorans and Cohens who know exactly whet 
the founding fathers would say if they were alive 
today. Mr. Roosevelt is "going to the country" with 
his plan to save democracy by packing the Su­ 
preme Court. That la. of course, bls privllsge. But 
he will discover that the public wants to know what 
pecking the Supreme Court has to do with saving 
democracy In the United States. He should have an 


answer ready.

t ONG range guessing is risky when th© elements 
of chan *v include th© waves on the w orlds 
largest inland body of water and the whimsies of 
some of the world's most aggressive politicians.

Newspaper editorials 
on this subject were appearing at 
the rate of five or six a week last 
January. By the time the leaves 
were budding, the rate w’aa 60 a 
week. 
LAST spring young Henry Cabot

field of employer-eniploye relations 
sometimes go unnoticed 
because 
they are not sensational or diama- 
tie. 
Yet the CIO and the General 
Motors Corp. have ju*t come to an 
agreement on a principle of 
far­ 
reaching importance which ought to 
be closely studied because it repre­ 
sents substantial progress. 
For several weeks the General 
Motors Corp. and the United Auto­ 
mobile Workers of America—a CIO 
union—have been at an impasse 
over the revision of the contract 
which was originally signed after 
the big sitdown strike last winter. 
General Motors contended that no 
less than 
200 
sitdown strikes or 
walkouts of various kinds had oc­ 
curred, notwithstanding the pledge 
of the union that there would be 
no interruption of work pending a 
settlement of 
grievances through 
tribunals especially set up for that 
purpose. 
Whent it came to revising the 
contract, the General Motors offi­ 
cials stood pat. 
President Knudseu 
said that the contract of the United 
Auto Workers wasn’t worth revis­ 
ing because the original pact had 
not been kept. Then the discussion 
turned to the question of guaran­ 
tees and assurances. 
General Mo­ 
tors stipulated that the union should 
not only agree to discipline persons 
participating in what the union call­ 
ed "unauthorized” strikes, but that 
the employer should not he held to 
be violating the law if he dismissed 
from his employ any of these per­ 
sons 
responsible, 
for 
"wildcat 
strikes.” 
Homer Martin, president 
of 
the 
U. A. W„ endeavored to 
promise that unauthorized strikes 
would not continue and an era of 
relative peace really was* ushered 
in. But th© General Motors Co. was 
adamant and insisted that substan­ 
tial guarantees be given. 
These 
were embodied in a proposed agree­ 
ment whereby the U. A. W. now 
agrees to discipline its members lf 
they participate in “unauthorized’’ 
strikes, but the employer has the 
right to dismiss and to refuse to re­ 
hire men of that type. 
A machin­ 
ery of an impartial character to de­ 
termine th© guilt or innocence of 
persons engaging in wildcat strikes 
is to be provided. 


-pH E meeting of minds on this dif- 
J 
fimlt and 
delicate point was 
not arrived at without considerable 
dissension behind the U. A. W. lines. 
But while it waB 
a 
bitter pill to 
swallow iii some respects, it was the 
acid tr st of whether the CIO union 
was really in gamest in its desire 
to protect the processes of produc­ 
tion 
from 
arbitrary interruption, 
something which is of large import­ 
ance in an industry where one plant 
operation is so directly related to 
another. 
Incidentally, this week, the United 
Rubber 
Workers — another 
CIO 
union—which was indeed the pio­ 
neer in the Sitdown strike in Amer­

abolish sitdown strikes.

of course, is in conformity with the 
latest legal decisions, but it is sig­ 
nificant that the union leaders in 
an industry where the Bitdown has 
caused considerable havoc now are 
formally recognizing the unwisdom 
as well as the illegality of the step. 
The negotiations in the General 
Motors situation are by no means 
concluded. 
There are many impor­

The precedent established in the 
General Motors negotiation will be

Now and 
then there would be just a stick that would stand 
out like a finely chiseled gem. One concerned 
a tenement child that wandered to the roof edge 
one night and toppled to death end some inspired 
headline w riter captioned It; "A Little Child in 
the Dark."

The American Sucker

Y PPAREN’TLY you can’t scare the great American 
* ^ sucker . 
After the punishment th e 'stock market has pass­ 
ed out to its participants in recent days, it would 
seem that the small bird with his few hundred dol­ 
lars of sock-money would stay out until the trouble 
blew over. Not so. 
The securities and exchange commission has been 
keeping a daily tabulation on the doings of the little 
fellow in the stock market. His buyings and sellings 
are kindly described by the busy traders as “odd 
lots ' deals in which less than IOO shares are involv­ 
ed. 
The exchange began keeping that report daily on 
June 7. With the exception of two days, the courage­ 
ous little fellows on the outside continued to pour 
in their money in steadily greater volume than they 
took out right through the hectic week there were 
repeated slumps in the market, slumps that re­ 
called 1929. 
But did the little fellow’s panic muscles tighten? 
Not so that it was especially noticeable. It is true 
that after the earliest sharp break in September 7, 
the little fellows seemed to feel some alarm. The fol­ 
lowing day their efforts to get out of the market 
brought sales to 389,528 shares while they bought 
in only 387,778. 
Even on that day there were more "odd Iota” 
orders to buy than to sell, 14,900 to 13.592. While the 
number of orders is not an exact measure of -the 
number of buyers and sellers, It points strongly to 
the conclusion that the actual number of little fel­ 
lows who bought into the market despite th# break 
was greater than the number who sold out. 
But the following Saturday, Sept. ll, there cams 
another w ave of selling among the big buyers in 
the market that brought a alump as sharp as on the 
previous Tuesday. Tuesday it had been sugglsted 
that the sharp note of Russia to Italy on submarine 
piracy was responsible for the drop. By Saturday that 
theory had been discounted almost wholly, yet the 
bewildering drop came. 
But did the little fellow take fright? Not so it 
could be measured In the "odd lot’’ transactions. On 
that day 9,919 "odd lot” orders came in to buy 236,* 
764 shares of stock while orders to sell came from 
but 7,723 involving 222,621 shares, a neat margin 
considering that Saturday is only part of a day so 
far as the stock market is concerned. 
Nor did a week-end of cogitation convince the lit­ 
tle fellows that there- was danger ahead. The fol­ 
lowing Monday, Sept. 13, "odd-lot" orders flocked in­ 
to the market 17,998 atrong to buy up 457,064 
shares, compared with selling orders of 11,523 in­ 
volving 337,483 shares. 
So much sustained buying by the “little fellow out 
in the street” must indicate a wealth of public con­ 
fidence.

7th Year In Pulpit 
Returning 
to 
the congregation 
for the seventh consecutive year 
Dr. 
Secrest 
outlined 
suggested 
goals for the congregation during 
1937-38. These, he noted, Include 
the freeing of the church from all 
present indebtedness; having every 
member become a regular attend­ 
ant, causing every member to con­ 
tribute regularly to world service 
and the current expense of 
the 
church and a one-tenth Increase 
In the congregation’s membership. 
“The Adversaries of the Church” 
was his theme. 
“These adversaries 
constitute 
the constantly growing number of 
people In the world who feel relig­ 
ion is necessary no more and those 
who maintain religion which they 
regard as being outgrown. 
“Communistic 
Russia 
has 
re­ 
pudiated religion. Germany for the 
most holds that since Christianity 
is of Jewish origin its people will 
have none of it. So a faith Is be­ 
ing attempted in that country that 
will carry on a worship that ob­ 
tained before Christianity entered 
it 
"Many are holding that religion 
is but an opiate and that it be­ 
longs to the age of witchcraft and 
superstition. Those feel that relig­ 
ion in an age of science has been 
outgrown and that man has mas­ 
tered the material universe. 
Must View Opposition 
"Unless the church of today will 
open Its eyes to the magnitude and 
power of tfce spirited oppositlon.it 
will be defeated before it begins 
to fight. Soldiers must know the 
strength of the enemy to combat 
them. The weakness of the church

\ LITTLE more than 64 years 
ago, John Thomas, assisted by 
his son, Richard and his grandson, 
George, 
broke 
ground 
for 
the 
Thomas Knob works, from which 
the present R. Thomas A Sons Co., 
manufacturer of electric porcelain 
products in Lisbon, had it* begin­ 
ning. 
A diary, maintained by John 
Thomas, 
now 
In 
possession 
of 
Charles Thomas of 
Vine 
street, 
tarries this information. 
It was “about 9 o’clock in the 
morning” 
on April 8. 1873 that 
work on the plant. Just a short dis­ 
tance north of Seventh street, was 
started. 
For a year before John 
Thomas and his family had lived 
in Beaver Falls. Pa. 
He noted on 
his diary that It was on March 27, 
1872 that he had removed back to 
East Liverpool. 
It was on Jan. 21. 1873 that John 
Thomas sold to his son Richard 
Thomas, one third of a tract of 
land DO by 878 feet. The consider­ 
ation w as $1,600, payment of which 
was to he made within eight years. 
This, no doubt, wa* part of the 
site occupied by 
the 
latter 
R. 
Thomas a Sons plant. 
It was on April I, 1873 that his 
son. Richard Thomas and his fam­ 
ily moved from 
Beaver 
Falls to 
Bast Liverpool, to work on the 
knob works, starting Just a week 
later. 
On July 28, 1873, less than 
four months later the first kiln of 
knobs was fired. 
On Aug. 27th 
the first shipment of 60,000 knobs 
was made to Pittsburgh. 
On Aug. 12, 1877, John Thomas 
recorded, the first kiln of ware 
was fired by gas at the Knowles 
A Taylor pottery. The home of Dr. 
Thomas at 
Market 
and 
Fourth 
street was blown up by gat on 
Jan. ll, 1878, it was related. It was 
on Feb. 22, ISSI that "the large 
Frank Stew art building, at Broad­ 
way and Sixth street, was burned.” 
and seven persons perished. Mr 
Thomas’ diary revealed 
William Bloor, an English pot­ 
ter. who is 
credited with having 
made the first white ware in East 
Liverpool “drew” h it first kiln of 
the new type product on March 28. 
1861, the 
diary reveals, To this 
notation it was added that the 
Bloor war* was "iron-atone china, 
triple-thick.”

Humble Foodstuffs

URING THE last

Important part of th® American 
dietary. Housewives are keenly in 
terested in their selection and pre 
paration. Yet homemakers are of­ 
ten unaware of the great nutrition­ 
al value found in 
such 
humble 
foods are turnip tops, beet 
tops. 
I kale and “cole-wort.” 
At one time the 
experts were 


J chiefly interested in foods for their 
caloric value. Today we know- tbs* 
' there are other factors besides cal- 


I ories which give value to foods. 
The recognition of vitam ins and 
minerals, and their great Impor- 
| tance to health, is of comparatively 
recent date. But 
it is now firmly 
1 established th at foods rich in these 
I elements are essential to the well­ 
being of every Individual. A health- 
building diet must include them in 
I liberal amounts. 


DAGE MXE 
For this reason, foods such as 
turnip tops, beet tops. kale and 
“colewort” or “collards” deserve a 
place in the dietary of every mem­ 
ber of the family. Not only are 
they nutritive foods but they are 
economical and appetizing. 
Often Discarded 
I ventures to say that this valu­ 
able part of the turnip, the greens 
at the top, is more often discarded 
than used. I trust 
this wasteful 
practice will soon cease. It is too 
important to throw away. 
The turnip is not a new food. It 
has been cultivated since the days 
of ancient Greece. In Russia and 
Germany the turnip is considered a 
delicacy. In the United States it is 
generally served as a cooked vege­ 
table . though in some sections of 
the country it is eaten raw. 
The turnip tops of “greens" are 
cooked and served like spinach. 
They should be carefully 
washed 
and cooked for a few minutes 
in 
boiling, 
salted 
water The dish 
may be served with vinegar, butter 
sauce or cream sauce. 
Kale is a hardy green vegetable 
It is a member of the cabbage fam­ 
ily. But, unlike cabbage, its leaves 
grow 
in 
a 
spreading 
fashion 
from 
the stem of th* plant. Th* 
color of the leaves varies. Some 
are dark green, while others may­ 
be red, brown or purple. 
Like the turnip, kale has been 
cultivated in Europe since earliest 
times. It wa* introduced into the 
United States during the latter part 
of the 17th century. 
Many vari­ 
eties are grown. The most common 


are the tall Scotch, the early curled 
Siberian, the dwarf green curled 
and the Norfolk. Kale is served as 
a cooked vegetable. It is excellent 
in the diet of children. 
Turnip tops and kale have an un­ 
usually high mineral content. Lime, 
iron, potash, magnesium and soda 
are present in rich amounts. These 
minerals Insure the proper alkalin­ 
ity of the blood, maintaining the 
alkaline ash balance of the body. 
In addition they build strong bones 
and teeth. 
Vitamins A. B and C are present 
in adequate amounts. These aid 
iu protecting the body against dis­ 
ease and infection. They also pro­ 
mote the normal growth and devel­ 
opment of the body.
